T he Governm ent Power Program 


As was ex pected, the President has re­ 
q uested 
v ery 
large 
appropriations for 
public power, reclamation projects, and 
rural electrification. In the State of the 
Union message, these req uests wre natur­ 
ally couchd in general terms. 
From now 
on, howev er, ev ery soeialistically inclined 
group in the country will be urging Cong­ 
ress to immediately adopt its own pet 
scheme. If these groups hav e their way , 
the tax pay ers will be assessed billions for 
generating plants and transmission lines, 
and the priv ate power industry , which is 
one of the country ’s largest and most de­ 
pendable tax pay ers, ultimately will be de­ 
stroy ed. 
The concern of Congress must be whe­ 
ther this program, which is in line with 
the current British activ ity in socializing 
industry , is either necessary or desirable. 
At the present time, the priv ate electric 
industry is adv ancing new power dev elop­ 
ment iaster than ev er before, with special 
attention being given to the req uirements 
of agriculture and national defense. 
If 
the gov ernment doesn’t spend a single 
penny for socialized power, the job of elec­ 
trify ing all rural America will be practi­ 
cally completed sometime in 19 51, and 
in ev ery part of the cbQntry there will be 
a safe margin of generating capacity over 
anticipated demand. 
So far as the gov ernment generating 
plants are concerned, priv ate utilities are 
perfectly able to distribute the power if 
given a chance, on terms fav orable to the 
gov ernment and the consumer alike. This 
is now being done in some areas, and the 
only people who seem to' be 'dissatisfied 
are the out-and-out socialists. What de 
fensible reason can there he for the gov ern 
ment to build costly distribution lines to 
duplicate lines already in ex istence? 
Finally , if socialization of power is a 
good thing, so is socialization of any knd 
of enterprise. 
The theory that any nation 
can ex ist part free and part totalitarian 
has long been ex ploded. 
The proposed 
power program, with all its ramifications, 
would take us a long way along the road 
1 to the dictatorship England is now fol-

Ou r greatness lies in the fact 
that the su m-total of ind iv id u al 
i hopes, aims and efforts has been 
this cou ntry ’s great motiv ating and 
activ ating force. 
Howev er, as ou r efforts fou nd 
! more and more abu nd ant harv ests 
in the field s of material progress, 
we hav e become Inclined toward 
making the same errors that hav e 
wrou ght ru in u pon other nations 
and peoples before u s—roncentra-

Ou r nation has become in­ 
creasingly torn between grou p in- 
! terests and grou p riv alries for pow­ 
er, seriou sly threatening ou r fu ­ 
tu re. 
Du ring the past half centu ry we 
hav e seen power and influ ence pass 
from the grou ps composing finan­ 
cial and bu siness interests to those 
of powerfu l and often u nscru pu lou s 
labor u nion lead ers. We hav e seen 
u n-American 
political, 
economic 
and social id eologies eat d ev ast- 
atingly into the moral fabric of ou r 
nation u ntil we are willing to trad e 


j opportu nity for secu rity . 
Ju st as lu st for power has d es- 
i troy ed ind iv id u als and nations, so 
may also ex cessiv e d esire for secu r- 
s ity . There can be no real secu rity 


ex cept that achiev ed for the ind i­ 
v id u al 
throu gh 
his own 
efforts, 
which the ind iv id u al thu s creates 
secu rity for himself is the nation 
secu re. 
These, then, a.e some of the 
crossroad s to which America ha s . 
come. 
Shall we remain 
a nation of 
y ou th, strong in ex ploiting ou r op­ 
portu nities, or shall we become a 
nation of senile old men. feebly 
scrambling for ou r share of the se­ 
cu rity d ole? 
Shall we as a liv e and v ibrant 
citizenry strongly assert ou r v oice 
and will in gov ernment, law and or­ 
d er, or shall we become sniv eling 
parasites u pon the political and eco 
nomic faith of ou r fathers? 


Shall the partners in bu siness— 
labor and management 
get to­ 
gether to seriou sly 
and 
honestly 
consid er the welfare of ou r econo­ 
mic “whole," or shall eaeh fraction 
concentrate u pon getting 
mu ch 
as possible for itself regard less of 
u ltimate cost to the national econ­ 
omy and pu blic welfare? 
To whom shall America and the 
; world tu rn in this “d ilemma at the 
crossroad s”? There is only one—the 
Av erage American Citizen. Has he 
the wisd om 
to make the right 
; choice? Is he d eeply enou gh steep- 
i ed in American trad ition to hav e 
| the cou rage to act? Is he su fficient­ 
ly well informed to ev alu ate his po- 
! sition? Is he still possesteiv e of 
| enou gh American pioneering spirit 
; to brav e the steep and d ifficu lt trail 
that will blaze new* frontiers for 
j the ev er ex pand ing opportu nities 
1 that will and mu st be ou rs throu gh 
hard work?

R heum atic 
fever 
causes 
more 
deaths than any other disease in 
children of school age. Dr. George 
W. Cox, state health officer said. 
The first attack usually occurs In 
children at the age when they are in 
the first or second gTade and re­ 
currences are most common lip to 
the age when children are leaving 
high school. 
T he insidious onset 
of so many cases during the school 
year 
suggests th a t teachers and 
others in daily contact w ith school 
children should be aw are of earlv 
signs and symptoms 
which 
may j 
mean acute rheum atic fever. 
Dr. Cox said, “There should be 
more and improved exam inations of 
school children by physicians with ’ 
time enough for th e nurse or teach- | 
er and parents to plan w ith the phy- ' 
sician for any needed medi al a t- j 
tention. 
“School absence due to illness or 
vague disorders, if Investigated, may 
disclose early cases of rheum atic fe- I 
ver. Teachers need to be more alert

Among these signs and symptoms 
which should bring children to the 
attention of teacher or p aren t are:

“Children reported by the teach ­ 
er as showing evidence of substand­ 
ard health should be medically re­ 
viewed by the physician and needed 
medical care arranged for su h chil­ 
dren as soon as possible.”
